Sir—I have the honor to forward the annual returns of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages for 1864. 


The numbers registered were—of births, 6,208; of deaths, 
2,565; and of marriages, 1,291. 


The excess of births above deaths, makes the natural in- 
crease of the population 3,643. The present increase is less 
than that of the last year by 102; in consequence, not of a 
diminution in the number of births which is the largest yet 
recorded as having been registered in any one year, but of the 
unpreccdently large number of deaths. The relative increase 
of the population has considerably altered within the last 
few years. In one period, from 1854 to 1858, the excess of 
births, in each year, above those of the immediately pre- 
ceding, was 493, 544, 695, and 489; in the year 1859, this 
excess was but 66; while in 1860, the number was less by 
170; and in 1861, by 187. In a comparative estimate of 
the number of marriages, the decease of marriageable adults, 
and the extent of immigration, in any one of the above years 
with another, the following coincidences appear :—In 1857, 
the marriages were 1,218, the decease of adults, 337, and 
the excess of immigration over emigration, 2,401. The ad- 
ditional increase of births in that year above those of 1856, 
was 695.

was a deficiency in the number of births registered to the 
extent of 170. The births of 1868 were less than those of 
1862, by 107; while those of 1864 exceed the largest of 
any previous year on record. 

In each of the years from 1856 to 1864, births have been 
most numerous in the September, least in the March quarter. 
The aggregate of the quarters for the same period will show 
the result; that ending March 31, being 11,139; June 30, 
12,804; September 30, 14,214; and December 81, 12,411.

During same period, and with the same regularity, most 
deaths have taken place in the March quarter; the fewest in 
the September. he difference in the mortality between 
these is great; the March quarter being in excess of the 
September, 1,661. Thus has regularly occurred in the same 
periods, the smallest number of births and largest of deaths 
in one time, and the largest number of births and smallest of 
deaths in another. 


With reference to the proportion of the sexes, a retrospect 
of ten years shows, that in each of the successive years, the 
greatest number of births as well as of deaths has been that 
of males, and so proportioned as to result, at the end of that 
time, in an excess of females to the extent of 299; thus 


| probably evidencing, though in a slight degree, what has 


been called the “superior value”’ of female life. 


The number of deaths registered during the year exceeds 
that of any previous year, being 2,565; which gives to every 
hundred of the population 1°827. This increase arises from 
the fatal effects of scarlet fever, so extensively prevailing 
during the greater portion of the year. Apart from the 
fatality of this epidemic, the general healthfulness of the 
Province is apparent, from (in many of the classifications or 
orders of diseases) the absolute number being less than that 
of preceding years, and in others, though in amount larger, 
the number being relatively to the population less. 

In the total number of deaths, those of males outnumbered

until the age of thirty, after which, in each division, the 
males exceed. ‘The greatest mortality has prevailed amongst 


| children, from one to five years of age, the whole number 


being nearly equal to two-thirds of all the deaths registered. 
The average rate of deaths, for each year, under the age of 
five is 813; above that age to 75, 12°7. 


The greatest mortality of the year has resulted from scarlet 
fever, 510 persons having died from this disease, which 


| number exceeds that, from the same disease, of 1863, by 


222. From the time of its introduction in January of the 
previous year to the close of 1864, no less than 798 deaths 
have been caused by this disease. It rose to the highest in 
any one month, in March, when the number was ninety-five. 
Its progress in the successive months, from January to 
October, is indicated by the following figures—79; 82; 95; 
81; 74; 44; 25: 20; 3; and 2. Its sudden decrease from 
20 in September to three in October is temarkable. In none 
of these months was the District of Adelaide free from it. 
Nor did it seem so to make progress from one part of the 
Province to another as to show that in any place it had 
been exhausted, but it existed and expired throughout at 
once. 

With regard to the other diseases of the miasmatic order, 
there is nothing to be specially noticed. All, with the ex- 
ception of two are numerically increased, but only to the 
extent to be reasonably anticipated from the increase of 
population. This is the second year in succession, that no 
death from measles has been reported. In 1861 and 1862 the 
numbers were respectively 111 and 104. Diarrhoea and 
dysentery have been moderate in extent—having been at- 
tended by less fatal effects than in many previous years. 


In tubercular diseases, phthisis or consumption. is less 
than in the last year by fifteen. This disease was most fatal 
in March, June, August and November. 


In diseases of the nervous system, deaths, almost entirely 
of infants, arising from convulsions, are less by one-half in 
the months from October to December, than in the other; 
while disease of the brain, from which no age is exempt, 
prevails most in June. 

The number from bronchitis exceeds that of the previous 
year by forty-eight, being 106. In the months, July and 
August, the average of deaths from this disease is thirty-two; 
the average of the other months of the year is about four 
and a-half. 

Deaths arising from teething amount to but fifty-two, less 
by twenty-nine than those of 1863. The number from 
atrophy has increased by twenty-two. 

Ninety-six years is the age of the oldest person whose 
death has been registered duving the year. 

Violent deaths are not so numerous, and from the nature 
of those that have happened could be, apparently, in the 
future, yet lessened, A great proportion arises from acci- 
dents through horses. Eleven children have died of burns 
or scalds through negligeace ; eight by drowning. 


The number of marriages is 1,291. The proportion of 
persons married to every hundred of the population, is 1-843. 
This is below the average of England, and is to be accounted 
for, in part, by the infant population of the Province being 
relatively to adults, much larger. The fluctuations in the 
time that marriages have taken place are so uncertain, as to 
leave no ground for determining that one season has inva- 
riably, or even generally, been more favored than another. 
Such effects are here wanting, which are found to be regu- 
larly recognized in the annual reports of the Registrar-Gene- 
ral (England), and assigned to good harvests, or otherwise, 
the prices of provisions, and fluctuations in the labor-market. 
It may thus be presumed, that these in South Australia are 
absent as forces, in determining, to any great extent, when 
marriages shall take place. 

Under twenty years, more women than men have been 
married. In each of the other divisions of ages, with one 
exception, more men than women. Marriage has included 
within its range, all ages from fifteen to seventy-six.
